Siacc the publication of the Gazetteer ia 1005 
coiislderahle pro^a'css lias been made in the direelion of (ho > 
op(‘ning up the district. In many places the ])roxiiiiity 
of the railway has led to the roelaination from jungle 
of land which would otherwise have been loti un- 
touched. Improvements in communications and im- 
migration of Nepalese and other settlers have aEo 
assisted.

One of the most important moves towards the spread Xnm!.,*)? 
of cull ivation in the district is the attempt tj colonise 
the Nambor forest. A special officer has been on 
deputation for some time to advance this project. An 
area of about 100 square miles has been thrown open to 
cultivation for the purpose of this scheme, which, if 
successful, ought to add materially to the revenue of the 
district, 


There aro no accurate statistics dealing wilh these Immigraiion 
classes of people. The Nepalese mentioned in the Cen- 
sus Report are mostly herdsmen wlio keep ])ulTaloes and anT Kasioni 
sell milk. Some of them have come with their wives 
and cliildren and move from place to pl.icc with their 



licrds of buffaloes. The number of those people is 
growing so rapidly that the matter has attracted the 
notice of Government and inquiries have been made 
as to tlic advisability of limiting pasturage to certain 
definite areas. The area of land taken up by tliem was 
1,590 acres in 1912-13. Besides the Nepalese, there 
are settled in the district many time-expired garden 
cooliis, JVIarwaris, Eailway coolies, and Mymensingh 
cultivators with whom an area of 64,033 acres has been 
settled. 

lntro.!uaion TIic Only new crop of any importance is jute. It is 
of uew crops, jiot Cultivated on a largo scale in this district, hut there 
is a prospect of its impi-ovemcnt in the near future. 
The low prices offered by the Marwaris to the culti- 
vators arc not calculated to encourage its development 
in Assam ; the longer carriage from this province to 
the Indian markets is also a drawback. 

Spread ot Uro During the last decade there has been some progress 
tea indu:.tiy. cultivation of toa. An area of 4,108 acres 

covered by 10 leases has been settled under the rules 
of 1870. The industry is attracting the attention of 
the people of the country and several well-to-do Assam- 
ese now own tea estates or arc forming syndicates 
for the purpose of op(>eing new or extending old 
gardens. Three new gardens have been opened, while 
many gardens have extended new areas, and in some 
cases ah indoaed old and unprofitable blocks of tea.

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CHAPTER V. 

Industries. 

The minerals of ilio district arc now being exploited 
and several persons havo been granted prospochng 
and mining leases for coal in ibo Naga and Mivir 
Hills, or have obtained the right to quarry 
stone. Altlioiigh strictly speaking within the iSaga 
Hills district, mention should not be omitted ot the 
Nazira Coal Company's property. The mineral is being 
worked from the foot of the hills, ana the extension ot 
the Assam-Bengal Railway to meet the output of coal 
should soon result in the opening out of tlio whole niea 
on the right bank of the Dikhu between Santok and the 
outlying hills. 

In the Eikhu river near Santok a stone quarry has 
been famd. Metal is taken by the Assam-Bongal Rail- 
way for ballast purposes anl a siding has been laid up 
to the quarry. This lino meets the main Railway lino 
at a point near the Dikhu bridge. 

The trado and commerce of the district are almost fra le and 
entirely in the hands of Marwari merchants and other 
foreigners. No new industries of any importance have 
been started in the district during the last decade. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Economic Condition of the People. 

Tho wages of unskilled lakouv have risen and in 
many cases eight annas per diem is paid, six annas being 
the minimum wage. The wages of skilled labour vary 
from twelve anuas to Re. 1*^ per diem. Even at these 
rates labour is scarce and housoliold servants arc most 
difficult to find. At the samo time the prices of food 
stutfs, such as rice, matikalai, mug, etc., have gone up. 

Ordinary coarse kinds of rice and mutikalcii sell at 
8 soers per rupee, mug at 3| seers, ghee at Re. 1-8 per 
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soor, and milk at 0 and 7 socrs par rupoo. Thcro lias 
be;'n an abnormal rise in the price of eri and muga silk. 
The pres(Mit l):'.ziir rate of innga thread is Rs. 2ii in 
pl”,(‘e of Rs. 1 .: and Rs. 11 in the past. . The inc»’case is 
{•aid to be duo to the scanty supply and the lar^e 
demand by lliop.^o])lo of Eastern Bengal for embroidery 
^vork on coitoii clolh. 

TIi( 3 reapurements of the public Lave led to railway 
n:lin(^s bein*' established and ro:ids to connect these 
uiib llio main nrterh'S. The principal foedor roads to 
the larger stations have been improved and in some 
instances, as for example at Eurkating, Nakachari, 
Jdeleng, and Nazira, the roads have heen metalled. 

The cheapest form of carihge is being carefnlly 
considered by the varions tea eslah's and several com- 
panies have laid down tram lines to the nearest railway 
stations. The longest of these are owned by the Assam, 
the 8inglo, and the Scottish Assam Tea Companies. 

During th(3 last two or three yenr^ liljeral special 
grants have he(‘n made by Government for the irn- 
provooH’nt of roads in the districi.. Ti\e iiicome of the 
til re(3 Local Boards was so small that it was not pos- 
sible for works of any ma.gnitudo to be uridertaken. 
The special grants have gone far to remove this diffi- 
culiy, and much useful work has been done, 'ihere can 
ho no doubt also that t!ie advent of the motor car has 
done much to improve c:)minuiiieations. The Local 
Jloard fiduciary agents who arcj aLo car owners have 
taken greater troubio Avitli the sections nuder their con- 
trol, and each year shows a steady improvement in 
the condition of the main roads. The heavier vehicle 
requires stronger bridges and the old bamboo structure 
is now rarely seen. Nearly all the main rivers are 
spanned by suhstantial screw pile bridges and the lesser 
waterways ^ire covered by means of brick culverts. 
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Among the more important improvement projects may 
be mentioned the following ; — 

Al)out two miles of the road from the Sibsngar Eoad 
railway station to Sibsageor town is l)eing metalled. 

The mefalliiig of the road from the Bliojo station to 
Sonari in the JSibsagar subdivision is being carried out. 

Tn the Jorhat subdivision the metalling of tlio Seleng 
f(‘edor road, Teok-Namsissu road and the Gurh Ali is in 
execution, while in the Golagliat subdivision the road 
from Farkatiiig railway station to Golagliat, which U 
about five miles in length, is being metalled. 

The Jorhat Union Avas raised to tlio status of a 
Municipality in February 1901). The iiicome and cx* 
pondituro have more tlian doubled since 1901. The 
increase is chiefly due to the inclusion of a larger area 
Avithiii tbo Municipality, to the imposition of taxes at 
a higher rate, and to the temporary influx of people 
from other districts in couiiectiou Avith constmolion 
works. 

A portion of Nazira and its suburbs lias been con- 
siit'itcda Union under Chapter HI, Act V of 1S7(), Avith 
elfcet fi’oiu July 1900. The affairs of tlie Union are 
managed by a Committee of six members, the tSubdi vi- 
sional Officer of h^ibsagar being ex-officio Chairman, 

Avliile the remaining live members are nominated by 
Government. The total aiea of the Union is IIS 
acres and it contains miles of road, of Avhich 1|- mih's 
arc metalled. Drinking water is obtained from the 
Dikhu river and tlie Bnrharua tank. Since tin opening 
of the Assam-Bengil llaihvay, which passes ilirough it, 
the place has become the centre of some trade. 

CHAPTER VII. 

General Administration. 

In 1912 the headquarters of the district were traus- Transfer 
ferred from Sibsagar to Jorhat. Sibsagar Avas thus re* of the dis-

The consumption of opium in the district decreased 
from 427 maunds to 404 maunds during the year 1909- 
10. Since then it has again shown a slight tendency 
towards increase. It is probable that the decrease in 
the consuQiption during the year 1909-10 was due to 
the enhancement of the Treasury price of the drug. 
The consumption of ganja is unfortunately gradually 
rising. This increase is no doubt largely due to the 
influx of the foreign population, but the habit is also 
extending among the Assamese. Similarly the con- 
sumption of country spirit shows an increase which is 
attributed to the increase in the number of tea-garden 
coolies. 

The military police guard which was formerly station- 
ed at Abhaipur during the cold weather has been aliolish- 
ed, A new police outpost has been opened at Amguri in 
the Sibsagar Subdivision and two more are under cons- 
truction at Titabar and Teok in Jorhat, while the out- 
post at Soleng has been abolished. The thana at Dima- 
pur has been transferred to the Naga Hills with a tract 
of the country adjoining it {vide Government Notifioa- 
tion No. 6263R., dated the ISth November 1913). 

Education has, on the whole, made rapid progress dur- 
ing the last few years. The number of pupils in the 
high schools has gradually increased to 1,920 and Eng- 
lish education seems to bo popular with the people. 
The number of primary schools in the district at present 
is 330 with a total of 16,448 pupils. The progress of 
female education cannot however ho considered very 
satisfactory. The people of the higher classes seem 
apnthctic on the subject. Nevertheless the number of 
girl students has increased considerably, though none 
of the girls in the district have yet passed beyond the 
lower primary stage. 
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Seven new dispensaries hare been opened of recent Medical, 
years. Of these, two are situated in the Sibsagar sub- 
division (one at Sonari and one at Nazira), two in the diipensaries. 
Jorhat subdivision (at Kakajan and in the Majuli), 
and three in the Golaghat subdivision (at Baruagaon, 

Bongaon, and Klmmtai). It is proposed to open ano- 
ther in Ahataguri mauzain the Majuli at an early 
date. All the dispensaries are in charge of Sub- Assistant 
Surgeons. 

Veterinary Surgeons have been entertained since the Veterinary, 
year 1908. There are now five assistants in the district. 

The jurisdictions of each of the two assistants in Sibsagar 
and Jorhat are coterminous with the boundaries of the 
Sub-Deputy Collectors* circles, while in Golaghat there 
is one assistant for the whole subdivision. 

A scientific Laboratory for the conducting of experi- As^ocia- 
inents connected with tea cultivation has been started Jory. 
by the Tea Association at Jorhat near Cinnamara tea 
estate at a distance of about 2^ miles from the town. 

The provisions of Chapter VII of tlo Bengal Muni- Water sup. 
cipal Act are being extended to the Jorhat Muni- 
cipality and necessary steps have been taken for the 
supply of water by means of pipes from a tank 
excavated behind the Circuit-house compound.
